have been described that will give ex- 
cellent results with a loop antenna 
but unfortunately they cost entirely 
too much for the average man to con- 
sider building, on the other hand, if 
It were possible to build a set that 
would give satisfactory results for s 
sum of about *S5 many people would 
be only too glad to build It and would 
consider the entertainment receded 
well worth the Investment. The re- 
ceiver to be described In th'ls article 
answers the Isst-named requirements. 


The wiring diagram of the receiver 


being.described will be found In the 
accompanying illustration. From this 
It can be seen that it Is very similar 
to the standard three-circuit, honey- 
comb receiver, the chief difference 
being that this particular set has been 
designed for the reception of broad- 
cistlng-wm-es and will work at high- 
est efficiency when receiving on wave 
lengths between 200 and 550 meters, 
whereas the three-coll honey-comb re- 
ceiver was not designed for the re- 
ception of any particular wave band 
and will work with fair efficiency on 
all wive lengths. 


The space required for mounting a 


receiver of this type Is very small, 
and If It Is carefully designed It can 
be mounted on a panel seven by ten 
inches. Only four controls are neces- 
sary on the front of the panel, and 


tored, and for that reason the bat- 
teries required for the operation of 
the set sre less bulky. 


This receiver also proves excellent 


for permanent use in the home, and 
when used for this purpose TJV-201-A 
or C-301-A tubes are to be desired, 
although they are net entirely neces- 
sary.
